Action of the Chamber of Commerce in Re- 
lation to the Foreign Mail Bill. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—The Chamber ot 
Commerce, at a quarterly meeting to-day, 
adopted a resolution that in the opinion of the 
Chamber the bill now betore the Foreign and 
Coastwise Commerce Committee of Con- 
gress, authorizing the Postmaster-Gener- 
al to contract for carrying the United 
States mails in American steamers 
of notlessthan 1,000 tons, should beso amena- 
ed that the tonnage should only apply to ves- 
sels plying between the United States and 
ports in Europe, Asia and Africa, leaving it to 
the discretion of the Postmaster-General to 
fix the tonnage of those plying to other ports. 
The following resolution relating to the 
letter of Wells, Fargo & Co. was referred 
by the Board ot Trusteesto a general meeting 
of the Chamber, and adopted: Resolved, That 
the Chamber of Commerce of the City of San 
Francisco respectfully ask that Wells, Fargo & 
Co. be permitted to continue their 
Government stamped letter service as 
heretofore. A memorial to Congress 
was also adopted setting forth the detenseless 
condition of the harbor and Mare Island Navy 9 
Yard, chiefly on account of the lack of heavy 
rifled guns, and asking that forty to fifty heavy 
modern rifles be placed in position and at least 
ironclads armed with similar 
ordnance be maintained in the harbor. 


THE RAGING CANAL, 


on the Erie and Trade 
Affecied. 


Utica, April 22.—This moi ning the side of Nail 
Creek Culvert, Erie Canal, just east of Grand 
Locke, West Utica, gave way, and the Utica 
and Franktord level was emptied within two 
hours. The bed of the canal for one hundred 
feet and four or five feet in depth and from 
fifty to one hundred feet. in the tow- 
path vertical wall are washed out. The tow- 
path and street between the canal and the 
costly vertical wallon the north side of the 
tow-path is undermined, and it is feared that 
the quieksand will cause this wall to be 


damaged. Edward Dorner’s lumber yard is 
afloat. Curtis’ boiler yardis submerged, and 
cellars and first floors of thirty or torty houses 
were flooded.

ELEMENTAL FURY. 


Unprecedented Snows, Kains, Winds and 
Land-Slides in Calitornia, 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—A heavy southeast 
storm has prevailed for the past forty-eignt 
hours, unprecedented at this time of the year. 
Advices from the northern portion of the 


State are to the effect that rain is | d 
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falling heavily in the valleys and foot 
hills, while inthe mountainsit is snowing or 
raining, according to elevation, and snow 
melting rapidly. This state of affairs prevail- 
ed overtbe entire watershed drained by tne 
Sacramento River and its tributaries, and asa 
consequence creeks and rivers are running 
bank full, in some places flooding adjacent 
lands, and if the rain continues ana extends to 
the high Sierra, the danger ot a general flood 
in the Sacramento Valley will be 
imminent. As yet no _ extensive damage 
is reported. The particulars ot the recent 
snow-slide at the Mineral King mine, by which 


a boarding-house was crushed and many men 
reported killed, show that no lives were lost.

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THE GARDEN WALL. 


How the Madison Square Garden 
Looks by Daylight.

Full Particulars of the New York Catas- 
trophe—The Examination Yesterday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—The contractors tor 
the mason work at Madison Square Garden 
were Smith & Prodgers. The last named, in 
response to questions, sail: ‘‘We were 
not contractors. for the entire work, 
but only for the mason wok, 
and that I can vouch for as being of the best 
quality and workmanship. I have nct been to 
see the building this morning, bus I have very 
good reasons for believing the _ ac- 
cident was not caused by any 
failure of the masonry work. The roof 
did not rest upon our walls at all, but upon 
the uprignt beams bolted to the wall. The 
space spanned by these beams was forty feet, 
and I am very well satisfied that the cause of 
the accident was thatthe shaking of the floor 
caused the beams supporting the root to 
shake, and this 80 strained the 
tmusses that one ormoreofthem gave way 
and talling into the building forcedthe walls 
cut, It, was not due to any failureot the wails; 
of that Iam assured. 

THE BUILUIN:. 

‘‘The walls were twelve-inch brick walls built 
in the best manner and securely wire-volted 
end anchored atintervals. The old eight-inch 
brick wall was torn down and a new wall built 
up from the top. of the old twelve-inch 
wall, though in some places where 
this wall was cracked, it was torn down and a 
new wall built up trom the point where the old 
one was solid. lt was thoroughly ce 
merted and would huve stood any 
proper strain. The new floor dia 
not rest upon the wall at any point, but upon 
upright beams securely anchoret tothe wall. 
It was intended for a dining hall or cloak or 
hatroom and was never intended for useasa 
dance hal). 

THE EFFECT OF DANCING. 

‘Ther. is nothing that so shakes and jarsa 
building asthe movement of many feet in uni- 
son, and it wasthis alone that cunsed the de- 
struction of the building. Dancing should ney- 
er have been permitted there. The wall 
broke off at the points where the new wall 
joined the old, but this was not because of any 
cefectin our work, but because the new wail 
was begun. just at the heightof this-floor. Of 
course the weight of the trusses.and the roof 
pressing against it at that point broke it 
“uway.’’ 


Additional Particulars. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—The neighborhood of 
Madison Square Garden was visited this morn- 
ing’by many persons, curious to see relics of 
the disaster at that place lastevening. The 
block in Madison avenue petween Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-seventh streets was fenced 
in by lude railings at each end 
and a number of policemen were stationed 
within the inclosure to keep it clear ot tres- 
passers, and a crowd of men, women and 
children stood at each end, gazing at the scene 
of ruin, Masses of brick and _=e6slen- 
der timbers lay on | the sidewalk 
and on ‘the road-way near the western 
end ot the building and amongthem were frag- 
ments ota battered coach end cab,beside each 
ot which was the Dody of a dead horse. Half 
ot the roéf of this end of the building had 
cave d_in and the upper part of the wall be- 
neath had fallenintothe avenue. 

THE HOSPITAL FAIR CLOSED. 

At tbe meeting of the Executive Committee 
of Hahneman Hospital fair this morning, it 
was decided to close the exhibition to-day. The 
terrible death of Mrs. Hegimuan, who was one 
of the most active and highly esteemed ladies 
connected with the fair, has, offcourse, cast a 
deep gloom over all the ladies engaged in its 
management. 

MACKAY’S STATEMENT. 

Alfred Mackay, Superintendent of the Fair, 
said that in consequence of some cracks ob- 
servable in the plastering of the walls and ceil- 
ing of the art gallery. he sent to 
the Grand Central Depot yesterday 
for Mr. Van Arsdale, who has charge of rent- 
ing the garden for the New York and Harlem 
Railroaafompany. They looked together at 
the crackg and Van Arsdale said the plastering 
bad crunibled in consequence of the heat of 
the gasinthe room. Van Arsdale also looked 
at the wall from the street and said it was 
plumb. He advised that some wpaper be past- 


ed over the cracks to prevent any ofthe plaster 
from falling. Mackay said that 
Van Arsdale then sent for one 
of the gontractors who bad charge of the 
mason-work inthat part of the building. 
The contracter examined the art gallery and 
declared it perfectly sate, remarking that the 
wall could not possibly fall, ashe had taken 
especial pains to anchor it securely. 
The contractor also said that the injary 
to the plastering could be repaired for fitteen 
dollars. 
NO FEAR FOR THE BUILDING. 

Mr. Mackay said that after this positive 
judgment by the expert he had, of course, no 
tear for the safety of the building, but he was 
afraid that some of the piaaceerns might 
fall on the heads of the visitors. By directions 
of the art committee some of the loose plas- 
tering was scraped yma f At about 9 o’clock 
last evening Mackav said a police officer came 
to him and said that some rsons who were 

oing away had spoken of _ cracks 
fn the plaster in the art gallery. 

AN INTUITION. 

He then determined, more from vague, intui- 
tive apprebension than from any definite tear 
that the place was not safe, to get all the 
visitors out ot the gallery as quickly as he 
could without creating a panic. Mrs. Aanie 
rv Willitts, not Miss Willets, “is 
among the killed.

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ALARMED APACHES.

Gen. Hatch’s Fight in Elbrello 
Canyon. 


- — 


Over Four Hundred Mescalero Warriors 
Taken Captive. 


CHICAGO, April 22.—The Times’ Santa Fe 
special says after the fight of the 7th inst., in 
Elbrello Canyon, in the San Andre Mountains, 
Gen. Hatch, in pursuance of his plan, concen- 
trated his torces from all directions with orders 
to report to him on the 12th at Mescalero 
Agency. The movement was successful 
and on the . 12th inst. Hatch’s 
corps, reinforced by four companies 
of the Tenth Cavalry, under command of Gen. 
Grierson, surrounded the agency, making 
prisoners of the Mescalero Apaches, num- 
bering about 460 warriors, the rest consisting 
ot old men, women and children. Over two 
hundred mules and horses were captured, which 
were at once transferred into the Government 
pack trains. Much stolen stock was found, which 
was ordered by Gen. Hatch to be returned to 
its owners on identification. 

DISARMING OF THE INDIANS 
then at once took place, when thirty of them 
made abreak. Fourteen of the party were killed 
by the troops. Inthe attempt sixteen Apaches 
got away. Noneof them would have escaped 
had it not been for the women and children be- 
ing inthe way. On the 13th one of the escaped 
warriors came in and gave himself up, stating 
that when they were disarmed and dismounted 
they expected tobe hung. Immediately after 
this occurrence Hatch placed the Indians under 
&® strong guard and dispatched the 
rest of his command after the escaped 
Mescaleros andjbands ofthe Mescaieros and 
Warm Spring Apaches which were supposed to 
be in the Sacramento and Guadaloupe Moun- 
tains. Gen. Grierson and his command moved 
on the east side of the mountains, Maj. Mor- 
row and his battalion, with which Gen. ilatch 
has his headquarters,taking the west side of the 
mountain, Capt. Carroll’s battalion, now com- 
manded by Lieut. Susack, and Capt. Hooker’s 
battalion moving over the mountain 
trails due south, and aftera marchof eighty- 
five miles in thirty-six hours, with little or no 
water, Major Morrow’s command on the 17th 
STRUCK A SMALL PARTY 

of hostiles in Dog Canon vetween the Sacra- 
mento and Guadaloupe mountains, routing 
them with a loss of three dead and capturing 
thirty head ofstock. This isthe latest infor- 
mation fromthe command. From Mescalero 
Agencv it is reported that more of the Mesca- 
leros are coming. Of the soldiers wounded in 
the figbt of the 7th four have died so far, and 
there are doubts of Cupt. Carroll's recovery. 
Further news from Hatch’s expedition is hour- 
ly expected.

Tilden’s Triumph at Syracuse—Sherman—

NEW YORK, April 22.—The new Demoeratic 
State Committee has just three anti-Tildenites- 
The ignoring of Tammany at Syracuse was not 
expected by the followers of John kelly, and 
many express the opinion that the 
time has come for kelly to retire. It 
is held hereabouts that the action at Syracuse 
makes inevitable the nomination of Tilden at 
Cincinnati. The German Republicans are 
forming anti-third term associations in sever- 
al Assembly districts. Sherman would not 
lose strength by the shifting of a tew noisy 
Greeley Republicans. The Secretary is growing 
in favor, yet some observing party men think 
Tilden and Hayes will again be the nominees.

Congressman Springer says he never encour- 
aged the prosecution of any claim to immense 
estates in New Jersey or Delaware,and does not 
believe in the existence of property which 
the Springer heirs can possibly acquire. He 
thinks the claim too old to be good. He isof 
opinion that all claims would be barred by the 
statute of limitations. He has not contributed 
anything forthe prosecution or investigation 
of the claims, und has not advised his relatives 
to do so.

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WASHINGTON SCANDAL. 


The Senate and House Used for Stock- 
Jobbiug Purposes. 
[Washington Cor. N. Y. Sun. |! 


On March 10 Senater Bailey introduced a 
resolutiun which recited that there was rea- 
son to believe thata contract bad been en- 
tered into between the Pacific Railroad Com- 
panies and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany regulating freight charges, and instruct- 
ing the Judiciary Committee to inquire into 
and report upon the subject. This resolution 
was not drawn by Senator Bailey., He knew 
nothing of the subject, and was in no way, 
save unintentionally, a party to the stock- 
jobbing scheme it was intended to subserve. 
The resolution was drawn by an employe of 
the Senate at the suggestion of the New York 
stock jobbers. The same resolution, without 
verbal change, was introduced in the House 
on March 13 by Mr. Manning, of Mississippi. 
it was given to him with the request that he 
introduce it, which he did. The Senate em- 
pioye who had deceived Senator Bailey to help 
along the scheme also used Mr. Manning. 
There was objection to the _ vconsidera- 
tion of the resolution in the House on the 15th, 
and it was again offered on the 22d of March. 
This time it was changed soas to authorize 
the Committee on Pacitic Railroads to make 
the inquiry. This change, Mr. Manning satd, 
was made at the request of a member of that 
committee. The resolution was tinally refer- 
red tothe Committee on Pacitic Raiiroads to 
consicer whether it its judgment an investiga- 
tion was necessary. The introduction of the 
resolution in the Senate had its effect on the 
stock in Wall street, knocking it down sev- 
eral points. The proceedings in the House 
nine days later had a similar effect. 

About the same time that this raid on Paci- 
fic Mail was begun there were announcements 
made in a certain New York paper wits which 
the Senate emplove has a quasi official con- 
nection that the Democratic majority in Con- 
gress would make a great issue for the parity 
in the approaching Presidential election by 
repealing allland grantsto railroads which 
bad not been earned, and thereby restore to 
the public domain and opento pre-emption 
over one hundred million acres. By and by it 
was announced in the same jouraal.that Mr. 
Chalmers, of Mississippi, a member of the 
House Committee on Pacific Railroads, had 
been carefully studying this sunject of land 
grants, andthought that it would bea great 
issue for the Democratic party to restore them 
to settlement. 

Now, it is a fact susceptible of proofthat the 
ra: Ou Pacitic Mail Was in the interést of a 
clique of stocks jobbers, headed by Trenor 
W. Park, to bear the price of that stock in 
order to enable Mr. Park and his coadjutors 
to vet control of the company. Mr. Park now 
cont) ols the Panama Raltiroad, and desires to 
vet control of the Pacific Mail. The proposed 
inquiry by the Senate Judiciary Committee 
and the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads not bearing the stock sufticiently, Mr. 
Park himself came here, and, in an argument 
before the House Commitiee on Post-oflices 
and Post-roads in favor of free ships—a queer 
place for such an argument—announced that 
two ships were now building on tne Clyde 
which were to compete forthe trade of the 
west coast of Central America. The most 

rofitable part of the business or the Paeific 

fail is the Central American trade, andif 
British ships were to be emploved in this 
trade in connection with the Panama Riilroad 
that business would be materially injured. 
This announcement by Mr. Park Knocked 
the Pacitic Mail stock several points iower. 

The same parties who have been using their 
opportunities to manipulate committees, 
Senators and Representatives inthe case of 
the Pacific Mail have also been engaged in 
bearing Northern Pacitic Railroad stock. The 
branch office of Prince & Whiteley, Wail 
street bankers, was opened here, at Wiilard’s 
Hotel, witb an operatorin the corridors of the 
House of Itepresentaiives, for the purpose of 
facilitating the operations of these stock job- 
bers. The special partner of Prince & Whit:- 
ley kept open house here thie 
winter, entertaining” after his princely 
fashion Senators and Rtepresentatives. 
Mr. Park, wien he came here—as he fre- 
quently hes of late—was the guest of this gen- 
tleman. The Senate employe, who was the 
medium through whom the resolutions were 
introduced in the House and Senate, has been 
a heavy speculator in both Pacific Mail and 
Northern Pacitic Railroad stock throuya 
Prince and Whiteley’s bucket shop here. It 
is notorious also that the knowledge of the 
Various reports Which have been made by the 
sub-committees having these matters in 
charge to the full Committee on Pacific Riil- 
roads Was used onthe street in New York 
long before it was known in well-informed 
quarters here. 

The land grants to the various railroads 
doubtless ought to be vacated, andthe con- 
tract between the Pacific Railroads and Pacitie 
Maii is probably a subject that ought to be in- 
quired into; but stock jobbers and corrupt 
Senate employes, aided by a public journalist, 
are not the sort of people to inspire confidence 
in measures they propose. Itis moreover a 
scandal and a shame that a branch of a 
broker’s oftive should be opened in theCapi- 
tol building for the very purpose of enabling 
the stock jobbers to dao business in Wail 
street, and manipulate committees and Con- 
gressmen atthe same time. Itis bad enough 
for members of Congress to be privately buy- 
ing and selling stock of corporations which 
are affected by legislation, but it is much more 
reprehensible forthem to do it openly and 
shamelessly almost in the very Hall of Repre- 
sentatives.

The Brainy Old Jurist Off fora Euro- 
pean Jaunt.

Judge Jeremiah Black sails for Europe in 
a few «days accompanied by his wife, a pleas- 
ant lady, who was a niece of Walter Forward, 
Secretary of the Treasury from 184] to 1845, 
and their granddaughter, pretty Jane Shunk, 
who is one of the younger belles of Washing- 
ton. Her mother, a beautiful widow, the 
only daughter of Judge Black, was lately re- 
married, and with Mr. Harnsby, ber husband, 
of Louisville, came to Washington to make 
their winter residence. The Judge married 
his dainty “auld wife’’ on her seventeeath 
birthday, when he was twenty-six, and they 


lack but six years to their golden 
wedding. They have never been to 
Europe, as the claims of an extensive legal 


practice and political career have kept the 
Judge too busy for much pleasure-taking. He 
had planned to be gone four months, so he 
will doubtiess be back to roar like a wounded 
lion when another Republican President is 
elected.

ARTIFICIAL NOSES. 


What Science is Doing for Unpresent- 
able Pugs. 
[From the New York Times. ] 

The New York correspondent of a Western 
newspaper has discovered that the use of nasal 
extensors is very common among the ladies of 
this citv, and particularly affected by women 
to whom nature has denied the elegant 
Grecian contour. The extensor consists of a 
silver lining for each of the nostrils, the two 


metal forms being connected together 
by a yoke at the base if neces- 
sary, and ecovered' internally with a 


red enamel. The correspondent avers that 
fashionable dentists make the manufacture of 
nasal forms a part of their regular business, 
and cites the case of alady acquaintance of 
his whose flattened pug was turned intoa 
beautiful specimen of Hellenism by usinga 
pair of these instruments. The story puts one 
in mind of the fact that one of our well-known 
surgeons has recently performed some Yery 
clever and sucessful cperations on deformed 
noses, following the example of Mr. William 
Adams, a distinguished British surgeon, 
whose memoir on the subject, published in 
the British Medical Journal for October, 1875, 
forms One of the classics of nasal surgery. 
The American surgeon cites several cases in 
bis own practice, in which noses ‘‘tip- 
tilted like a_ petal,” as Tennyson ex- 
presses it, with the nares’ looking 
directly forward, have been successfully 
transformed into organs of contour approxi- 
mating the classic. ‘The operation consisted 
mainly in making a deep transverse incision 
across the offending pug about three-quarters 
of an inch above its tip, cutting through the 
skin, cartilage and septum witha single clean 
stroke of the knife until the edge of the instru- 
nent was on a level with the face. This done, 
the half-severed tip was depressed to the 
proper level, leaving a triangular gap between 
1t and the firm upper portion sustained bv the 
nasal bones. Small but deeply-incised paral- 
lelogrammatic flaps were next dissected out 
on either side of the gap in sucha manner 4s 
to fill the vacant space and to meet each other 
atthetop. ‘These flaps, turned upon their 
pivots at the base of the nose, were adjusted 
within the opening in sueh a manner thacttheir 
distal ends met and joined each other on the 
meaian line. Their edges were then fastened 
together with silk suttures and the lateral 
wounds from Which they were originally taken 
were closed by simply bringing their edges 
together. <A faint scar was left after the 
weunds had healed. ‘The operation upon tha 
nose was subsequently trimmed into proper 
shape and the patient dismissed with a very 
respectable nore of the Roman tyne. This 
cperation has not thus far been attempted 
except in cases of serious deformity, but there 
is bo reason why a nose should not be made 
over egain by such a process without (if done 
in youth) leaving any appreciable trace. In- 
deed, famous surgeons are not unfrequently 
offered large sums to perform such operations 
by persons dissatisfied with the noses that na- 
ture gave them and preferring the Grecian or 
aqulline to the celestial or pug. 


A Hindoo Hercules. 
[From the New York Graphic.] 

Anentertainment of a novel character was 
given on March 6 at the house of a Mr. Mor- 
urjee Goculdas, at Bombay, who invited a 
lage humber of guests to witness some ex- 
trauordinary feats of strength on the part of 
the celebrated Deccan athlete, Babajee Tul- 
siram. The company, which included many 
of the leading inhabitants of the city, satina 
semi-circle, at either point of which were 
placed several pretty little native boys, ar- 
ranged in brilliant and costly apparel. The 
picturesque dresses of the native ladies who 
were present, the white robes of the Parsee 
gentlemen and the gay colors of Hindoo attire 
hada remarkably fine effect when seen in con- 
junction with the beautiful surroundings. 
After some preliminaries in the way of hand- 
ing round for inspection the materials with 
which he intended to perform, and having 
satisfied the company that there was no de- 
ception, the athlete, a tall, soldierly mun, 
some twenty-seven vears of age, and with 
amagnificent development of muscle, pro- 
ceeded to crush anumber of cowries between 
the palms of his hands. He completely 
ground them te powder in this manner, ut- 
tering during the process sharp, snrill cries, 
which were probably intended to express the 
magnitude of his exertions. Then the per- 
former placed a cocoanut upon the head ofa 
boy, apd with what appeared to. be a fearful 
blow broke the nut in pieces and scattered 
the milk in all directions, without, strange to 
say, hurting the boyinany way. The next 
feat was breaking a stout coil of rope by sim- 
ply puiling it. One of the most extraordina- 
ry parts of | the performance 
was the following: The athlete placed 
a betel leaf between two of his tingers, and 
then, by pressing the fingers together, cut 
the Jeaf so as to throw the upper part severa! 
feet high. But the most startling feat was 
the breaking of a stone laid on his chest. 
The man laid down at full length on some 
chairs, and a huge stone, weighing four Ben- 
val maunds, was laid on his chest, which was 
simply covered by a thin tunic. Two men 


then struck the stone some tremendous blows 


With heavy hammers, and, after one or two 
attempts. the block rotled off the man’s chest 
in two pieces. Ile next made several at- 
tempts to break a cocoanut with a hand- 
kerchief, His mode of procedure in 
this case was to roll the handkere Mef tightly 
in the shape of a ball, and then to throw the 
ballupon the nut. Pulling a piece of sugar 
cane in two exactly at the joint, and bending 
a thick iron plate, Were among the other feats 
performed. The company then went out on 
the balcony, where the athlete cut a sugar cane 
so astothrow up a piece there of 150 feet 
high. It was done thus: A man held outa 
simitar with the edge downwards, and Baba- 
jee struck the cane upwards against the edge 
of the sword, the piece thus cut off flying a 
xreat distance inthe air. This brought the 
performance to a close, and the performer was 
then presented with 2 bandsome shawl.

When once a stranger has been well intro- 
duced and “taken up’? in London the world 
is ali before bim where to choose—noble lords 
crowd his room, and noble ladies invite him 
to dinner or to their most exclusive of parties. 
In this respect the American is always the 
most favored of mortals,for there is no preju- 
dice against him on the score of notioaality,as 
there is against the Germanor Frenchman, 
and everybody feels at perfect liberty to ask 
bim anywhere. It requires alittle timeand 
a good sponsor to geta man iototbe proper 
set, still more time to get a Woman there. Yet 
1 bave seen it done with great. success, and in 
some coses tothe amazement of all Ameri- 
cans, especially where women are concerned. 
But upon that delicate ground 1 will not 
touch. The American ladies who have been 
made much of this year are in all respects ad- 
mirable representatives of their countrywo- 
men, and we all hope to see afew ship-loads 
like them in the course of the summer. The 
new Minister, Mr. Lowell, is said to intend

SECRETS OF THE SEA. 
Discovery of aSingular Settlement in 
the South Ailantic. 

{From the Chicago Times. | 

Sooner or later the poles and Africa must 
yield up their little mysteries to the organiza- 
tion and persistence of modern exploration, 
and then there will be one thing only left to 
look for—a spot of ground large enough to be 
inbabited on which humanity bas not its re- 
presentatives. The search may not be hope- 
less, but certainly up to this date the most ec- 
centric and indefatigable globe-trotters have 
failed to find any such place. The man, wo- 
wan, or child, in this country of free schools 
who knuws of even the existence of the ‘Tris- 
tan Da Cunha islands can searcely be found: 
yet most maps show them and in some cyclo- 
pedias they ure recognizable inthe few lines 
about Tristan Da Cunha. There are three 
islands in the group which lies in the South 
Atlantic O¢ean, about midway between Africa 
and America, and nearly on a line drawn from 
Buenos Ayres to Cape Town. It was on the 
largest of the group, containing about forty 
square miles, that the ship Mabel Clark, 
owned in New York, and sailing from Liver- 
pool to Hong Kong, was driven ashore by 
stress of weather two years ago next May 
day; and now, Capt. East, of her Majesty’s 
ship Comus, has just reported bis delivery of 
the presents sent by President Hayes to the 
islanders who succored the crew. They are 
one hundred in number, and are chietly de- 
scendants of a certain Corporal Class, who 
was one of a garrison placed on _ the 


island by England when Bona- 
parte was Imprisoned on St. Helena, 


fifteen hundred miles away. The oldest in- 
habitant is Peter Green, a hale, hearty man, 
in his seventy-second year, and the voungest 
1s his great-grandchild, aged a few months. 


There have only been four deaths in thirteen 


years, and no death in infancy was ever 
known among them. ‘The perfect climate is 
probably the explanation of these facts. The 
community cultivate about twenty acres, po- 
tatoes being the chief crop, and usually get 
ten or twelve bushels from one of seed. They 
have tive hundred cattle, tive hundred sheep 
and any quantity of fowls. ‘The little State is 
both orderly and contented, and Peter Green 
is looked upon as the chief, although he dis- 
claims all pretensions to power. Doubtless 
the fact that nearly a majority of the popula- 
tion are related to him—he had sixteen chil- 
dren—accounts for the estimation in which he 
isheld.

A NOVEL BAROMETER. 


Girl Unfailingly Indicates 
Changes of Altitude. 
[From the Denver Inter-Ocean., | 


In this age of scientific progress, when ev- 
ery week heralds the finding ofa new planet, 
01 the invention of a patent medicine,it is ex- 
tremely gratifving to learn of the discovery of 
anew scientific principie of practical import- 
ance, such as was brought to the world’s no- 
tice by a student of Yale college while spend- 
ing his last vacation in Colorado. The discov- 
ery was of a cheap, convenijent, and compara- 
tivelv accurate means of ascertaining the alti- 
a of mountains, or any elevated point of 

and. 

We all know that the ordinary method of 
obtaining such informution, when it is im- 
possible orinadvisabie to use the engineer’s 
level, is by means of a mercurial or aneroid 
barometer. Now, no two barometers ever 
agree—a defect produced, no doubt, by their 
close family connection with scientific ex- 
perts—and the unpleasantnesses arising from 
this cause between gentlemen of science, each 
of whom is prepared to swear to the accuracy 
of his particular instru ment, and the correct- 
— of hisown observations, are innumer- 
able. 

Like the majority of great discoveries, this 
one was the result of pure accident. When 
Visiting Manitou one afternoon with some 
friends, the young student and a lady com- 
paniou separated from the others and strolled 
slowly up the mountains. After ascending a 
few hundred feet the student noticed his 
companion’s pressureon his arm visibly in- 
creased, and whennearly to the snow line, 
became so great that it was necessary for him 
- encircle her waist with his arm to support 

er. 

Bringing all his collegiate knowledge to bear 
upon this slight hint, and experimenting 
with a great variety of girls under every pos- 
sible condition of climate and temperature, 
he established the fact that the girl-pressure 
increaseed regularly atthe rate of one pound 
to every hundred feet of altitude, and that 
above 2,500 feet the arm-encircling method 
commenced. While here his deduc- 
tions were based and é =his_ elevations 
calculated from the hotel porch at Manitou, 
where the pressure was zero, but on return- 
ing east he foundthe same relative positions 
held good. That is to say, starting from any 
given base or zero-point, as Newport, Long 
Branch or Saratoga, the pressure increased 
in the same regular ratio as at Manitou. An 
exhaustive series of experiments also showed 
him that only girls between sixteen and twen- 
ty-six are reliable for this purpose. Those 
below that limit being, exceptina few rare 
instances, entirely non-sensitive, and those 
above so erratic in their register as to be use- 
less—sometimes showing an elevation of 1,000 
feet when just out of sight of the base and 
before any altitude was attained, and others, 
especially if of an esthetic nature, showing 
no pressure whatever. Ife also found that 
the presence of a third party entirely neutral- 
ized the gir]-barometer, but that upon its re- 
moval the correct pressure corresponding to 
the altitude returned immediately. 

The great value of this discovery the scien- 
titic world willnot be slow to recognize and 
avail itself of. Choice lots of assorted girls 
can be easily kept ina neutral condition at 
available points ready at any time for the use 
of investigators, and professors can no longer 
plead the inaccuracy of their barometers as 
un excuse for their errors in regard to the 
heights of our mountain peaks. It will also 
recommend itself to the favor of the political 
ecohomist, opening up, as it does, a new field 
of industry for Woman. 

Ilereaiter noexpert should attempt to ex- 
plore our mountains unprovided with one of 
the latest improved girl-barometers.

ENOUGH OF LIBERIA. 


A Darkey Who Prefers the Virginia 
Penitentiary. 
|!From the Sumter (S. ©.) Watchman. ] 

A few days since a returned emigrant from 
Liberia passed through our town on his way 
to Danville, Va., who was a sudject of much 
interest to our colored citizens. Having but 
a few days ago landed at Charleston and being 
fresh from the supposed land of milk and ho- 
ney, we invited him to our office for the pur- 
pose of obtaining from him some reliable in- 
formation of those of his color who left this 
State for Liberia. We will endeavor to give 
as near as possible the story as told in his owa 
language: P 

3} left Danville, Va., for New York on the 
298th day of September, 1876, with my father 
and mother, who carried with them nine chil- 
dren. Wetook passage on the Elizabeth for 
Monrovia. The vessel had on board when it 
left New York two hundred colored people 
going to Liberia. - The trip was made in fifty- 
three days, and many died before reaching 
Monrovia. Ithink we landed seventy-five. 
One of our family died on the voyage. On 
landing we were cordially welcomed by the 
emigrants who had preceded us, but the na- 
tives did not appear to rejoice at our coming; 
they laughed at the sad experience of our 
vovage, and wished all of us had died before 
getting to their country. They manifested 
their aversion to usin a great many ways, and 
really appeared to derive pleasurein mak- 
ing us feel that they had no use for 
us. After landing we found no accom- 
modation whatever for us; no place to shelter 
us and nowhere to go. After wandering 
about for some time we were forcegi by the 
rainy weather to take our blankets and tack 
them up forshelter. We livedin this way 
comparatively comfortable for about ten days, 
when all our rations were exhausted; after 
this great want and distress were experienced 
by all. Wetirst applied to the natives for 
food, but they laughed at our misery and en- 
joyed our misfortune. Then we applied to 
the ship company and some white Catholics, 
who gave us a little food and clothing. In 
this way we begged a scanty support for the 
first six weeks after landing, but even this 
source now failed us and we were compelled 
to break up our camp and wander about the 
country in search of food and something to 
do. Some few returned to America; all did 
so who had the money to pay their passage, 
while many died from exposure and the want 
of food. My motherand family landed with 
only $11, which had been spent long before 
this time. I am a tailor by trade, and succeed- 
ed in getting a little work in Monrovia, where 
I stayed mostofthe time. The chief object 
of all of our family was to save money enough 
from our hard earnings to bring us back to 
America. This was very difficult to do, as 
some of us were sick nearly all the time, and 
we were forced to pay very heavy doctor’s 
bills, but after four years of great toil and suf- 
fering we found that we had saved $470. 
bad lost, inthe meantime, my father anda 
brother, who died and were buried near Moa- 
rovia. Our family now consisted of my mo- 
ther, two brothers, three sisters, and my 
wife, whom I marriedin Monrovia. Our fare 
to Charleston, 8S. C., amounted to 395 each, but 
the balance of our passage money was kind- 
ly advanced to us by three passengers who 
were also returning. 

‘*Before reaching New York a fever of some 
kind broke out on board of the vessel,and lsaw 
my wife,mother, sisters and brothers.all, one 
by one buried in the sea, each wrapped in a 
canvas bag kept on board theship for that 
purpose. ‘The three kind benefactors who 
assisted in paying our passage also died on 
the trip. On reaching New York I was trans- 
ferred for Charleston, where I landed on last 
Monday two weeks ago, and I am now on my 
way to Danville, Va., the only member of my 
family living, on foot, sick, and entirely de- 
pendent on the kindness of those who give me 
something to eat and a place to sleep.’’ 

‘*Welil, were the natives of Liberia what 
you expecte@ to find them, ignorant,and living 
ina barbarous condition?’’ 

‘No, sir; the fact is, we were sadly disap- 
pointed when we landed. .We thought that 
we would be the select of th land, and would 
be looked up to, but they regarded us as the 
uncivilized and themselves the enlightened 
folks.” 

‘Did you find the molasses stream, bacon 
bush and groves of biscuit (ready cooked) 
trees, and the thousand other things you were 
told existed in that country?” 

‘No, sir, I never saw any of those things, 
though I had been told that they were there 
before leaving America. After we got there 
the natives saw how ignorant our people were, 
and bumored this thing, and told them that if 
they would go into the interior of the country 
they would find them all there. Many of our 
people went to find these things and died in 
the search forthem. I saw very little bacon 
in Liberia, as it is not raised there.” 

‘+1 suppose you have no desire to returu to 
Liberia?’ 

**No, sir; rather than repeat my experience 
at Monrovia, I say it in ali sincerity and truth, 
I would prefer living ana dying a slave, or to 
spend the remainder of my days in the Vir- 
oy geectacamnaaten' than return to that cursed 

and. 


Bold Feats of Child Riders.

A gentleman who lives on the Stanislaus 
River, close to its junction with the San Joa- 
quin, told a Mail reporter what he never 
would have believed had he not known his 
informant to be entirely trustworthy. He 
said that near his place are a boy and girl, the 
former about 12 and the other 14 years of age, 
who frequently jump intothe saddle inthe 
morning and ride all day among droves of 
wild cattle, which would surely gore them to 
deathjshould they become unseated. They both 
carry lariats, and if they see a calfin the drove 
that has escaped being marked, they run on 
to it, and the boy, throwing his rope, catching 
it by the head, and the gird catching it by the 
feet, after which the ears and brisket are duly 
cut. Butthisis not all. Onthe ranchisa 
larce bottom of undergrowth, in which roam 
hundreds of wild hogs. Of these the boars are 
very ferocious, and will tight when pressed the 
least bit. The children, mounted on well- 
trained horses, and carrying in their hands 
the lasso which they so skillfully handle, dash 
headlong after these hogs over ail sorts of 
ground, up and down steep banks, catching 
one out of nearly every drove they scare up. 
Last summer they caught over thirty in this 
manner. When the lasso is thrown on the 
head and feet of a hog, and he is stretched out 
so that he can do no more harm, the boy gets 
down from his horse and ties the hog’s feet 
with some roap carried along for the purpose. 
His horse stands as firmly without as 
with a rider, being trained to that work and 
never having done any other. A wagon is sent 
for the hog,*which is placed ina strong pen 
and soon tamed so that it can be fattened for 
market. A few davsago the boy was riding 
in the undergrowth when he started up a 
deer. Putting spurs to his horse he got near 
enough to throw his lasso on his horns, but 
did not have time to fasten the other end of 
his lassoto his saddle before the fleet-footed 
animal was off with the rope andall. The 
children have been riding constantly ever 
since they were big enough to sit on a horse.

PREACHING BY TELEPHONE, 


How the Same Sermon was Heard at 
Once in Six Cities and Towns. 
{From the New York Sun, 19th.) 


The Congregation of Plymouth Churce), 
Brooklyn, was widely scattered yesterday, for 
the sermons were transmitted to various points 
in New York and New Jersey through the te}. 
ephone. The transmitters in the church were 
placed under the Mount Olive table on the plat. 
form. The instruments were arranged by Mr, 
Charles E.Chinnock,the electrician of the Bel} 
Telephone Company, so that whichever way 
the preacher turned,his words were caught up, 
even as he walked up and down his fifteen-fog: 
rostrum, and carried along the circuit. In- 
struments were placed in the Brooklyy 
oftice at $42: Fulton street, at the home of Mr. 
Alfred E. Beach, Nineteenth street, New 
York; at the executive office of the company, 
Twenty-first street, New York; at Newark and 
Orauge; at the home of Mr. Chinnock, Nassau 
street, Brooklyn; at the home of Robert 


_ Brown, Cariton avenue; at the Nassau street, 
New York, office; at the Jersey City branca 


office andat the home of Mr. H. W. Pope, 
general superintendent of the company, at 
Elizabeth. This was the first attempt to 
transmit a sermon on such an extended scale, 
and was regarded as suflicientiv successful 
to demonstrate the possibility of distributing 
a sermon to anv number of hearers. 

Owing tothe necessity for concealing the 
tranvsmitters from the congregation, as well as 
to the drawback of having but one wire, the 
sound was not atall times distinct, but was 
interrupted by inquiries from various points 
on the circuit. Whenever the preacher 
thumped his Bivie there was a whiz and wairr 
that was anything but solemn. 

The music of the choir of the congregation 
and the soloist were heard plainly all over the 
circuit, but the big organ sounded like a very 
diminutive melodeon. The sermons were 
rather disconnected, from tbe fact that the 
listeners at the instruments were constantiy 
get crossed or the plugs pulled out, so that 
the discourse would get mixed with 
changing, and occasionally the wires would 
messages. The morning sermon ran some- 
thing like this: | 

‘“‘What can be more pitiful [Hallo! Halto!] 
than the spectacle recently presented at West 
Point?{ Hallo !**Chin’’—referring to Mr. Chin- 
nock, the electrician—don’t cut me off.| How 
isthe young man treated? [There—you’ve 
cut ine off again.} He was ostracized by his 
comrades. [Hallo! Beaeh! Hallo!] Insults 
were showered upon him, [Put that plugin 
a little tighter.]| He works his way onward. 
But the detestable prejudice of those who 
should have been his comrades and associates 
[Stop calling and listen, will you’] single him 
out |Brown, be quiet] for persecution, and 
the brutal [whrr-r-r-r-r'—caused by. the 
preacher pounding the table], cowardly out- 
rage [bere a sound like the clashing of cym- 
bals], with accounts of which the newspapers 
have been teeming for a week, 1s committed 
upon him.” 

As soon as the listeners got quiet, however, 
the sermous were beard with distiuctness,and 
when the number of listeners on the circuit 
was clecreased, the sound became much more 
distinct than Whea the circuit was open for 
all. Mr. Chinnock said that witha separate 
transmitter and a separate wire there would 
be no trouble whatever in heariog the whole 
of any service without interruption. The 
pecuiiar ‘one and accent of the preacher were 
easily recognizable, and the sermon might 
have been heard by any one of the 38,500 per- 
sons wno are in communication with the Bell 
Telephone Company. Mr. Chinnock says 
that it would be possible for a preacher to 
stay at home and preach his sermon toa con- 
gregation of 10,000 at their homes.

Another Distinguished Citizen on His 


Travels.

Advices from Bangkok announce that the 
Supreme King of Siam, with the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and a distinguished suite, 
will leave that port at the end of the present 
month, the ex-Regent’s health having im- 
proved. The King’s desire to study Western 
manners was first acquired from his father, 
who was a man of learning far exceeding that 
of any Western sovereign, while his uncle, 
who was his penultimate predecessor, was a 
well known astronomer, an active member of 
the Asiatic Society, and as a writer inthe 
Bangkok Recorder was a doughty champion 
of the Buddhist faith. The son of such a 
father was likely to be put early under the 
best teachers: accordingly the young Prince’s 
education was generally superintended bv 
Mis. Leo Owens, an English lady, who, 
it is almost needless to say, endet 
her career aS & governess in Siam by 
writing a book about that country, distin- 
euished by the usual feminine disregard of 
accuracy. Her pupil’s training was, there- 
fore, almost European, for in addition to 
knowing the Inde-Chinese dialects and books, 
¢bulalonkorn can speak and write Iaglish 
fairiy well and converses in French after the 
manner of an English governess, Personatly 
there is not much oftheSiamese avout him. 
He has visited Caleutta and Singapore, and 
sedulously cultivates the society of foreiga vis:- 
tors as Well aS the strangers resident in Baagg- 
kok, and though on State occasions h2 Wears 
the roval robes,andinthe deshabille of his 
family circle the national **panoung” or petti- 
coat, aliong Kong cut suitof clotaes or an 
English staff otticer’s uniform is the ust 
dress affected by him.

Property in a Husband.

[It has been erroneously stated that the ac- 
tion for damages brought in Brooklyn bya 
wife against another woman forthe aliena- 
tion Oy appropriation of her husband is be- 
lieved to be the first case of the kind that has 
ever been tried. ‘Pwo years ago a similar one 
arose in Ohio, the only difference between it 
and the recent}Brooklyn trial being that a man 
was the defendant in the former and a woman 
in the latter. The suit was brought in Jack- 
‘on county by Mrs. Casander Westlake against 
Joseph Westlake, who was the father of her 
husband, Wellington B. Westlake. The 
complaint set forth that the elder Westlake 
had spoken scandalously and falsely of her to 
her husband, as well as to other persons, for 
the purpose of alienating and separating her 
husband from her, and that in consequence 
of these reports and the influence exerted by 
the father, she was actually put away and 
abandoned by her husband. She therefore 


- sued for the loss of her husband, and claimed 


10,000 damages. For technical reasons her 
husband was made co-defendant. A verdict 
for $1,700 was rendered in favor of Mrs. 
Westlake. The case went to the Supreme 
Court of the sState,’'which held that a wife 
may maintain an action for the loss of the so- 
ciety and companionship of her husband 
against one who wrongfully induees and pro- 
cures her husband to abandon her or send her 
away. But on some teehnical questions relat- 
ing to the admission of the husband’s evi- 
dence the verdict was set aside and a new 
trial ordered. Two of the Judges, however, 
dissented, and were of opinion that the wife's 
petition did not show a cause of action.

Brains and energy in the man who controls 
them and in those whom he chooses as his 
subordinate oflicers—this is the secret of the 
enormous protits which have been made on 
the Dalrymple farms.

The Clerk 
then read the verdict, which was about as fol- 
iOwSs: 


BEMIS VS. WAINWRIGHT. 

We, the jury in the above entitled cause, 
find for the defendant on the first count, 
for the piaintiff on the second count, 
and assess hisdimages at one cent, and for 
the plaintifi on tae third count, and assess his 
damages at one cent. 

There was quite a buzz of c»mment, and an 
almost audible sinile through the court-room. 
Bemis was the on!ty person whose features re- 
mained in statu quo. It could not be discov- 
ered that he wus pleased’ or displeased, as he 
is one of that class of men whose faces tell 
hoihing. The verdict simply means that 
Bemis gets nothing for all his bruises and all 
his trouble, and thus the matter ends.

THERE are very few things more pathetic 
than the constant and loyal struggle which 
the Nagent~ children are making for their 
father’s pardon.

How They Received the News. 
Immediately after the receipt’ of the news 
mentioned, areporter hastened to the Four 
Courts. In the Jailor’s office Miss Mary Nu- 


gent, daughter of one of the condemned men, 
was tound.

— received from Jefferson City?’’ was ask- 
ed. 
A slight tremor passed over the gir ’s counte=z 
nenceand then she firmly compressea her 
lips, and looking straight at her interviewer 
— : ‘*No, I did not know it. I suppose it is

‘*Yes, the Governor refusesto exercise his 
prerogative. Heconsidersthe case to have 
been willtul and premeditated.’’ 

@' ‘It was not! Itwasnot! I know that is not 
sar"’ 

‘‘Of coursethat is his view ot the matter; 
otbers may think differently.’’ 

‘*lTexpected as much ot him; I hoped for 
nothing better.’’ 

Tears coursed down her pale cheeks, and her 
slight frame was trembling with emotion. Un- 
derstanding her mussion, oneof the gdeputy 
jailors, C. E.Wells, silently handed her aticket 
ad@nitting ber into the presencc of her father, 
and she was soon by his side. After she and 
he had finished their conversation, the report- 
er entered the jail, but Nugent was eating din- 
ner und refused to be interviewea. 

A new petition was sent to the Governor at a 
late hour this morning asking that official to 
commute the sentence of Edward Nugent to 
imprisonment for lite. It will probably 
reech Jefferson City at a late hour 
to-night and will not come betore the Governor 
until after the execution to-morrow. The 
petition is said to contain a number of signa- 
tures including some of the prom- 
inent citizens of St. Louis. A private 
jJetter was aiso sent the Governor this morning 
asking tor a respite of the execution to enable 
the prisoner to prepare for death. It was 
written at the instance of one of Nugent’s 
spiritual advisers, who thinks, so it is stated, 
the prisoner is not fully prepared to die. 


The Doomed Men. 

The last ray of hope forthe two condemned 
murderers, Edward Nugent and Henry Rede- 
meier, has vanished. Governor Phelps has 
dechned to interfere, and both men will now 
have to mount the scaffold. Thereis mutch 
more sympathy for Nugent than for Redemeier 
on uccount of the general bearing and demean- 
orofthe former. He seems fully impressed 
with his impending fate and realizes to 


the fullest extent his position. Redemeier 

on tbe contrary evinces little or no interest in 

the preparations for his execution and appar- 

ently is little concerned as to what happens. 
THE LAST DAY. 

This morning there was no religious service 
held, but Nugent nevertheless received spirit- 
uul consolation. Two Sisters ot Charity trom 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society spent 
nearly one hour with him. Nugent wus 
in his cell closeup tothe iron lattice-work of 
his cell door. Oneofthe sisters stood like a 
sentinel with her back tothe door-jamb, mo- 
tionless and with downcast eyes. The other 
sister, with face turned to the door of the cell, 
spoke worus of spiritual comfort to the oon- 
aemned nan within. It was an impressive 
sight. The black garb of the sisters, the dark 
outline of the man listening reverenthy through 
the interstices of the cell door, produced such 
u solemn feeling that the footsteps of those in 
the jail -quare were hushed. 

IN CHARGE OF SHERIFF FINN. 

At 70’clock this morning the prisoners were 
delivered in charge of Sheriff Finn, who is 
hencetoith resronsible for their safety, and 
who will bave to execute the decree of the law. 
Deputy Sheriffs Carroll and Ryan took charge 
of Nugent and Redemeier and will remain with 
them ail day until 11 0’clock this evening, 
when Deputies Hodnett and Walsh will 
relieve them, The latter will remain in charge 
ot tbe men all night and will watch them in 
their cells, Nos. 50 and 51. During the morn- 
ing Nugent and Redemeier both passed the 
time in the square of the jail. Nugent was 
visited by his daughter,who returned last even- 
ing from Jefferson City and spent some timein 
converse with her. r. F. D. Turner, his at- 


torney, ulso had a_ oriet interview 
with Nugent. Redemeier was visir- 
ed by hs attorney, Mr. A. N 


Merrick, and afterwards by his mother. Mrs. 
Redemeier will pav a parting visit to her son 
this evening, and Nugent’s daughter and two 
sons will also take a lust tarewell of their fath- 
eratthesametime. Both prisoners are now 
allowed to have everything they desire. They 
smoked several cigars and Redemeier drank 
whisky, which hadthe effect of making him 
Jess talkative than usual. The Deputy 
Sherifis, Ryan and Carroll, pertorm 
their unpleasant duty with a great 
dealof tactand discrimination. Both men 
sre evidently nervous and undergoing a terri- 
bie mental strain. 
IN THE JAILOR’S OFFICE. 

It was asad and sorrowtul sight about ten 
o’clock this morning inJailor Ryan’s office. 
Mary Ellen Nugent and Mrs. Redemeier were 
both waiting to be allowed an interview, one 
with her father, the other with herson. Dep- 
uty Jailor Wells treated thetwo women with 
every consideration and respect. Mary Ellen 
Nugent is a young girlabout seventeen years 
Ol age. She was dressed in biack; black hat 
end dress and black kid gloves. She was look- 
ing terribly downcast. Her features were 
eharp but pleasant, and her voice musica). 
Mrs, Redemeieris an old lady, evidently 
uypproaching the traditional three score and 
ten. She is shortin stature; her face is 
wrinkied. Anold faded black bonnet covered, 
her head. One of the old-fashioned shawls wag 
th:own carelessy across her shoulders, and 
she wore a dark blue skirt. Little 
intelligence shone in her face. She does 
not speak English, and her German is a peas- 
ant patois very difficult to understand. 

MRS. REDEMEIER TALKS. 

It was with no little trouble that the reporter 
could carry on a conversation with her. Asked 
if she bad given up all hope she said she didn’t 
know what the Governor would do. 

**W here is the Judge?’’ she asked. 

The reporter intormed her that Judge Laugh- 
lin was out of town. Could she see 
another Judge’ Shewastold that would be 
of no use. 

‘*But lL have gottwo wvitnesses,’’ she said, 
**who overheard the whole affair. Tuey first 
teased my #on and made him very angry. It 
was not his fault.’’ And the oid lady wiped her 
eyes with ber handgerchiet.

She was perfectly helpless, ignorant and 
totally unacquainted with the meaning of the 
law. She seemed utterly unable to realize that 
ner son was to be executed to-morrow morn- 
ing. Shecontinued talking in an incoherent 
strain, but pose pig was unable to grasp 
the fatal situation. Deputy Jailor Wells 
at this moment informed Mrs. Redemeier she 
could see her son, andthe old lady was con- 
ducted to the jail, where she passed half an 
hour conversing with him. 

ONE OF THE INCIDENTS 

This morning Mrs. Redemeier, the prisoner’s 
mother, sent into the jail for her son two 
slices of home-made bread arranged as a 
sandwich. The tood was taken by 
the S beriff in charge of the 
doomed man and was placed to one side to 
await the dinner hour. Mrs. Redemeier sub- 
sequently hada short conversation with herson 
during which she asked nim how he enjoyed 
the bread. After sbe left Redemeier went to the 
Sheriff and asked about the bread, and seemed 
much displeased that it had not been given him 
when first handed. Itis needless to remark 
that the bread was placed in bis possession. 
He ate it and appeared to relish the food as 
only can aman in perfect health. 

WHAT MISS NUGENT SAYS. : 

The reporter then turned to Marv Ellen Nu- 
gent and questioned her concerning her jour- 
ney to J« flerson City. 

‘‘Did you take up any petition to the Gov- 
ernor?’’ 

‘*Oh, no; I bad several letters. Mr. O’Brien 
yesterday, though, got a petition with 700 sig- 
natures.’’ 

‘*Do you think the Governor will interfere on 
your father’s behalf?’’ 

‘*I don’t know. I can’t say. I hope so,’’ but 
the words came with only a faint sound from 
the poor gir!’s lips, showing that almost the last 
spark ot hope was extinguished in her heart. 

‘*‘l saw the Governor twice,’’ shecontinued. 
‘*Once alone, and then] I went with Secretary 
McGath. The Governor told me it was late 
formeto bring the paper to him, but said 
he would see what he could do. My 
younger brother James went with me to Jef- 
ferson. We went up last Monday and returned 
last evening.’’ 

‘‘Then you only have slight hopes of your 
father’s life?’’ 

‘‘I don’t know. I would rather not say any- 
thing until I hear what Gov. Phelps decides.’’ 

And tben Mary Nugent was conducted to the 
juil to see her father, with whom she remained 
twenty minutes. 

NUGENT HAS MADE A CONFESSION. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon Nugent 
sent tor C. Lambert. Deputy Clerk ef the Crim- 
inal Court and also Notary Public. Mr. Lam- 
bert went to Nugent’s cell, accompanied by 
Jailor Rvan. Charles F. Krimg was also pres- 


ent. He has been in jail some four 
or five years pending the _ final de- 
cision in the case aguinst him for the 
murder of Mrs. Dora F. Broemser, 


Between him and Nugent there was contracted 
great friendsbip about two years ago, and 
ever since the two have been together as often 
as possible. He acts as Nugent’s adviser, and 
it was doubtless the latter’s,wishjthat he should 
be-present at what now took place. 

Nugent presented to Mr. Lambert a volumi- 
nous documentin whichhe said he had ex- 
pressed bis will as to certain matters. He 
usked Mr. Lamvert to swear him. This was 
done. He signed his name, and kring affixed 
his signature as witness. Then Nugent 
requested that the document be 
not made public until after his 
death. This was agreed upon, and the docu- 
ment was givento Deputy JailorC. E. Wells, 
who endorsed upon it: ‘‘Handed to Judge 
Wm. C. Jones the 22nd day ot April, 1850, at 
8 a. m.; to be opened On the 23rd inst., in case 
no stay of ex+ cution be granted,after the death 
ot said Nugent; and if he vereprieved, to be 
delivered into his hands, C. KE. W.’’ 

The document was then placedin the posses- 
sion of Judge Wm. C. Jones. 

In speaking of 1t Mr. Wells said it was the 
eonfession ot Nugent, written for him wd his 
tnend Kring, with whom no interview conuldjbe 
had, as Jailor Rvan retused to allow any one to 
see him. Mr. Lambert refused to say anything 
about the matter, except that he knew nothing 
as tothecontents ot thedocument. All efforts 
to learn more were anavailing, but it is under- 
stood it contaivs a full confession of the com- 
mission of the crime. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH NUGENT. 
Sheriff Finn and Jailor Ryan allowed a re.

Heis a decidcd 
blonde, and has a full beard. His brow is rath- 
er wrinkled and shows the inroadsthe long im- 
prisonment and continued suspense have made 
upon him. His features are clean cut, and his 
appearance is altogether prepossessing. His 
tuce is decidedly intellectually cast. 

‘*Well, IL have nothing to say,’’ heremarkel, 
as he shook hands with the reporter and bade 
him good day. ‘‘I have heard nothing yet 
from the Governor.’’ 

‘‘l understand you have made a confession, 
Nugent?’’ was asked. He seemed rather sur- 
prised, and said,‘* Yes.’’

He waiked carelessly to- 
wards the reporter. lie is blonde in 
complexion and wears a rather 
bristly moustache. He is what might 


be termed bull-headed, and there is little indi- 
cation of intelligénce in his face. The animal 
predominates. 

‘*Well, Redemeier, what have you got to 
say?’ , 

‘*Gottosay! Oh, nothing; only I ought to 
have afairtrial. I baven’t had justice. AllI 
wantis a tair trial.’’

he simply muttered, ‘‘So they are going jw 
kill me.’”’ 

Mr. Merrick spoke to Redemeier about having 
A post-mortem examination of his body after 
the execution, forthe purpose of ascertaining 
his mental condition. To this Redemeier op. 
jected,as he said that the Sheyiff’s jury had de- 
cided that he was not insane, and after his 
death be did not care to have his body exam. 
ined. He insinuated that the post-mortem 
should bave been held at thetime the Sheriff's 
jury were investigating his case. 

JOHN NUGENT, THE MURDERER’S SON, 

John Negent, the son of the condemned wife. 
murderer Edward Nugent, stated this morning 
to a POST- DISPATCH reporter that he believed 
the shooting of his mother on the 20th of 
August, 1876. was an accident. John said 
that be often had conversed with 
his father on the subject, and his 
father maintained from the first that the shoot. 
ing was accidental an:i was not deliberate 
murder. Young Nugent stated that his father 
ond mother werein the habit of quarreling, 
but that no difficultv had occurred between 
thein for several wecks previous to the trage. 
dy. Their home was on Grove 
street between Bailey and Kossuth avenues, 
The only child who had witnessed the shoot. 
ing was James Nugent, then eleven years of 
ave. The boy, in company with their sister, 
hud been to Jefferson City to see Gov. Phelps 
and ask acommutation of the sentence. Up 
to the time of their aeparture the 
prisoner had strong hopes that he would es- 
cape execution, but since their return he had 
given up ail hope and was ready to die. John 
stated that his father hud never talked to him 
about making any confession, and also 
affirmed his innocence of the 
crime with which he was charged. 
His father at one time bhadtold himthat he 
(the prisoner) had been advised to kill him. 
self rather than suffer execution On the gal- 
lows, but hethen said that he would never die 
by his own band. 

Jobn stuted that he did not know 
whether he would be allowed = to 
stuy with his tatber during the 
day and night or not, but if his father desired 
it, and he was permitted to do so, he and 
his sister would see as much of him 
us fpossible. The boy expressed himself 
as uissatisfied with his father’s trial, and 
thought thatthe evidence had been largeiy 
manufactured for the occasion. 

The Gallows. 

The gallows from which Nugent and lhede- 
meier are to be suspended is hidd2n from 
the view of persons passing by a 
high brick wall which encloses 
the Four Courts and the jailon Twelfth street 
and on Spruce street. It is adjacent to the 
Morgue, which is in the southwest corner of 
the square, and is next to the wal! onthe 
south. It was erected six years ago, at 
atime when there bad been no executionin 
this city for years. The rude character ot the 
structure makes it appeararelic from a past 
age, though it really embodies al! the latest 
improvements in gallows building. Complete. 
ly hidden from the view of the street, it is vist- 
ble to the inmates of the jatl only, 
The gallows inappearance 1s si:nilar to 4 
somewhat tall and very narrow frame cottage, 
without any walls, and therefore permitting 
an unobstructed examination ot the 
interior. A fair idea ot it can 
be entertained by imagining you 
see one of the houses often placed on the stage 
at the theater, and which for obvious purposes 
is without one Or more of the walls. llace an 
arched, sloping root on this imaginary build- 
ing; allow the first floor to 
be supported by four upright beans, 
ten feet apart, and ussisted in supporting toe 
superstructure by four smaller beams piacedin 
usquare near the middle of the floor; then let 
two flights ot steps ron trom 
the ground to the second story, and 
you have some knowledge a; tothe appearance 


of the gallows. About fourdays ago 4 
platform was erected from the 
jail to the scatiold, sO that 
the condemned men will have to make 


progress on two stairs before reaching the gal- 
lows. The machinery of the trap-doors tas 
been well oiled, andit is believed will work si- 
lently and readily. The rope to be used 
was made especially forthe occasion by the 
well known ropemaker, Humphreys, who has 
furnisbed rope forall the criminals who have 
been hanged within the last six years. 

Itis strongly made of hemp, and‘ i¢ about 
three-quarters of un inch thick. The black 
cups are ready. They are simply strips of 
black alpaca sewn together so us to 
contorm to the outlines of the bead and neck. 
They will completely hide the taces of the 
murderers, as they reach down tothe should- 
ers. Aroundthe alpaca on the neck the rope 
will be slipped. 

THE PROCESSION TO THE GALLOWS. 

At6o’clock to-morrow morning the [ev. 
Futher Burke will administer to Nugent the 
last sacrament, and then the prisoners 
wii bid tarewell to their families 
and the procession to the gallows will proceed 
in about the tollowing order: 

Sheriff Finn; the two murderers and the 
priest, and nine of the sheritf’s deputies. 

On the scaffold are two rude benches, wheré 
the deputies, reporters and a few other privi- 
leged persons will be allowed to _ sit- 
After the men have addressed the spectators, 
if they wish to do so, the black caps will be 
Urawn over their faces and the ropes adjusted 
by two deputices;two more will tie their feet 
and hands, twe others will attend. 
the springing of the traps and 
the cutting of thetwine which wil! mien the 
straps binding the rope around the necks. Tne 
Sheriff basietused to state the names ot the 
deputies who are to attend, but it is understood 
generally about tbe Four Courts that James 
Carroll, 
the most important duties to fulfill at the hang- 
ing. Jim Carroll will pull the bolt, which act 
willhurlthe men into eternity. Carrol! is@ 
well-built man, full face and with a thick 
moustache. He isa handsome,athietic tellow. 

Thirty-three policemen under the command 
of Sergeants Bartley, Schmittgens and Hall, 
and the direct supervision of Capt. Lee, will 
guard all the entrances to the jail-yard and

Senator Hamlin said the Committees on Print- 
ing was a joint committee and nothing would 
be done without consulting the House. 
He hoped this affair would result 
in the future exclusion of speeches and other 
productions not actually delivered in Congcess.

servants were governed by the clock upon the 
Pilgrim Ohurch. The bells caused no annoy- 
ance to any znember of his family, which con- 
sisted ot bis wife, four children and three ser- 
vants. He cid notregard the chime of bells 
particularly as an @musement. They did not 
prove injurious to witness personally at the 
distance he lived trom then.
